HIC AGO, June 5.—Representa- 
tives of the several candidates 
for the Republican Presidential 

nomination are in a perplexing pre- 
dicament tonight. Having fostered 
sentiment in favor of Justice Hughes 
until they felt sure Col. Roosevelt 
was definitely eliminated, they now 
fear they cannot control the Hughes 
movement. 

During the day it grew to the pro- 
portions of a boom. Effort is being 
made to concentrate all elements 
against it, and the indications are 
that the veto of the Progressive 
party, which, of course, means Col. 
Roosevelt's disapproval of Hughes, 
may be sought as a check. 

Harmony above everything else is 
the desire of the leaders. Without 
it any nominee would answer the 
purpose. It is recognized that unless 
the Republicans and Progressives get | 
together their chance of success at 
the polls is very Hum. To obtain 
harmony, the Republican leaders are 
willing to concede to Col. Roosevelt 
the veto power in some form. Some 
of the leaders say he should be will- 
ing to select one or two men who 
would be acceptable to him from the 
list of candidates in the field. Others 
think he should suggest men for con- 
sideration by convention leaders, and 
practically all of the party chiefs 
are willing to admit that any of the 
candidates definitely rejected by Mr. 
Roosevelt could not be nominated. 

IMPARTIAL VIEW. 

Impartial observers within the 
Republican ranks do not consider 
that the unéxpected growth of the 
Hughes boom is necessarily an indi- 
cation of personal popularity of the 
Justice among the delegates. Those 
who promoted it in opposition to 
what proved to be an exaggerated 
estimate of the expected demand for 
the nomination of Roosevelt were 

surprised at its growth. The indi- 
vidual candidates were working in- 
dependently and therefore there was 
no canvass of the extent to which 
Hughes was the second choice of 
their supporters.

Slim Show to Use Water 
Funds for Bond Payment. 


Council President to Appoint 
Men Who Oppose It. 


Betkouski, Wheeler, Wright 
to be on Committee. 


The attempt on the part of the 
City Council to see whether or not 
it is possible to compel the Public 
Service Commission to carry a part 
of the burden of the aqueduct bonds 
was apparently nipped in the bud by 
Presidént Betkouski yesterday, when 
he announced that in appointing the 
committee called for in the resolu- 
tion introduced last week by Coun- 
cilman Conwell, he will appoint 
‘Councilmen W r and Wright, 
who, with himself, will make up 4 
committee that is definitely opposed 
to the spirit of the resolution. 

This resolution, calling for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of three, 
one of whom shall be President 
Betkouski, cites the fact that the 
water department will have at least 
$1,600,000 to apply on extensions 
during the next year. It cites further 
that .of this amount the water de- 
partment should use not more than 
$1,000,000 for extensions, and should 
be required to contribute $500,000 of 
the water revenue fund towards 
caring for aqueduct bonds.

One-time Youngest Colonels 
Fist Flattens Gunman. 


Sturdy Blow Saves Diamonds 
Given by U. S. Grant, 


Injury to Knuckles Victor's 
Thirty-third V ound. 


Col. E. Brainard Brown, for- 
merly a member of Gen. U. 
. Grant's personal staff and 
one of the Union officers who 
met Lee at Appomattox, has won a 
new victory. He met a highwayman 
Sunday evening, routed the enemy 
and held the field of battle. And 80 
he bore on his person yesterday his 
thirty-third wound and a diamond 
cluster stick pin—the latter a me- 
mento of personal esteem given him 
by President Grant. 

Col. Brown, who lives at No. 1163 
‘West Twenty-seventh street, is 72 
years old, and for fifty-one years has 
been a man of peace. He left his 
home just after dark Sunday to mall 
some letters at the nearest corner. 


Where they were deepest, a man 
appeared on the curb. He held a 
revolver within a foot of 
Brown's face. 

“Put up your hands!” he ordered, 
as highwayman are wont to do, 

But as robber’s victims are not 
wont to do, Col. Brown raised only 
one hand. It bears two scars, relics 
of war-time wounds, but it is ‘backed 
by a sound right arm. It struck 
the highwayman squarely in the 
mouth. The blow lifted the mar 
clear of the curb and he 
his length on the pavement. 

CAREFUL TACTICS. 

He still clutched his revolver and 
Col. Brown, though. loath to discuss 
the happening, told friends yester- 
day that he feared the man was 
shamming by lying so still, so the 
old soldier stood at his antagonist's 
head, where the fellow coull not 
have fired without so shifting his 
position as to give warning that 
would have called for a renewed at- 


tack. 

But the robber was knocked out.

Yesterday the mat- 
ter was reported to the police. 
The assault was the climax of 
happenings that had caused some 
apprehension in Col. Brown's house- 
hold. His yard man and then his 
sister had observed a man loitering 
near the place for several days. The 
description of this fellow tallies 
closely with that of the one who 
felt the power of the veteran's right 
arm. man is About 25 or 26 
vears old, of stocky build, with dark 
hair and fairly well dressed. 
Members of the household believe 
this person knew of the valuable 
stick pin Col. Brown habitually 
wears—and values more highly than 
any of his possessions. It is thought 
the prowler deliberately waited for 
an opportunity to catch quarry 
alone and get the pin. The loiterer 
was not seen yesterday. 
Col. Brown enlisted at the out- 
break of the Civil War in the One 
Hundred and Twenty-fourth New 
York Volunteer Infantry. He was 
rapidly advanced through various 
grades to a commission, rose to a 
coloneicy, and served on Gen. Me- 
Clellan’s staff. He received from 
this commander a letter to Gen. 
Grant, and was „ member of that 
redoubtable soldier’s personal staff 
until the surrender. was the 
voungest officer of his rank in the 
Union army. 

His grandfather, Gen. Brown, was 
a predecessor of Gen. Winfield 
Scott and had a splendid record in 
the army. 

Close friends of Col. Brown de- 
‘ore that he ascribes his present 
physical vigor in large part to col- 
lege training. He is a graduate of 
Harvard and during student days 
was an athlete of parts. Though 
Wrestling and sparring were his 
favorite sports, he won his very first 
fistic encounter Sundav night.

WOMEN’S WORK, 
CLUBS. 


After a close contest Miss Laura 
Paxton was yesterday chosen gen- 
eral curator of the Ebell Club, at 
the annual election held at the club- 
house, No. 1719 South Figueroa 
street. Miss Paxton defeated Mrs. 
Charles 8. McKelvey and Mrs. 
Adolph Wislizenus. It was stated by 
the election officials that an un- 
usually heavy vote was cast. The 
new officers are: Mrs. Chester C. 
Ashley, president; Mrs. Grantland 
Seatons Long, first vice-president; 
Mrs. Walter Harrison Fisher, second 
vice-president; Mrs. Henry Van Ber- 
gen, third vice-president; Mrs. L. C. 
Blakesiee, fourth vice-president; 
Mrs. George B. Macaulay, recording 
secretary, and Miss Mattie H. W- 
gon, corresponding secretary.

Woman's City Club. 

“It is a great thing to have a 
conviction, and still better to be 
fearless in taking a stand,” said Mrs. 
Edward Rankin Brainerd, president 
of the Woman's City Club, yester- 
day, in introducing Margaret H. 
Sanger, who spoke on birth control. 
or family limitation, before an 
audience of women that taxed the 
capacity of Blanchard Hall. 

Mrs. Sanger refers to birth con- 
trol as the signal of a new social 
awakening—not only a great eco- 
nomic expedient, but as a great so- 
clal principle, as advocated by 
Plato, Aristotle and all great think- 
ers. 

“The overcrowding of the insti- 
tutions for the feeble-minded and 
insane is a monument to reckless 
and careless breeding.“ declared 
Mrs. „Is it not time that 
social workers interested in the fu- 
ture of the race stop quibbling over 
women's morality and face the 
truth? I claim that the menace 
of civilization and the problem of 
the day is not the stationary birth 
rate among the wealthy classes, but 
that among the diseased and pov- 
erty-ridden races who look with 
horror upon one more mouth to 
feed, one more body to clothe. 
Roosevelt can go up and down the 
country prating race suicide without 
arrest or being molested. I speak 
for race improvement. Holland, 


with its birth control, has the low- 
est infant mortality rate in the 
world. We can take a from 


Holland and The Hague.“ 

Following Mrs. Sanger’s address, 
which ended in a plea for the es- 
tablishment of a free clinic of birth 
control in Los Angeles, the officers 
and chairmen of committees gave 
their annual reports. Mrs. Clarence 
Van Graham showed in her sum- 
mary that the last year was the best, 
in point of membership and inter- 
est, in the history of the Woman's 
City Club, 
members was the largest enroll- 
ment of any quarter, with 1060 on 
the 1916 books. The receipts were 
$2825.47, and the club has a bal- 
ance of $361.65 in the bank, the 
largest sum ever handed over to a 
board. Mra Brainerd institut- 
ed two innovations in her regime— 
the establishment of a question box, 
where members could suggest im- 
provements or seek information, and 
the practice of making public to the 
body of the club the business of the 
board of directors. The club also 
gave during the year a reception to 
the new citizens and a New Years 
tea party and issued a book on pub- 
licity, this latter the work of Mrs.

SHAKESPEARE PLAY GIVEN BY 
ALL-STAR CAST.

Whales belong to the deep, but 
aWay out in the channels of 
the fathomless they arise to the sur- 
face for breath, spouting their stub- 
born spray high above the white 
horses of the sea. Like these mon- 
sters from the depths the big fel- 
lows of filmdom came to the stage 
for the air of reality last night, 
bringing to the Majestic Theater one 
of the most remarkable productions 
of “Julius Caesar” ever staged. It 
was not colossal after the fashion of 
the open-air production at Holly- 
wood; but, if less pleasing to the 
eye, it was vastly more satisfying 
to the ear. We are always being 
told that Shakespeare depends upon 
the lines. If this be true, then we 
must really hear the lines and that 
is too much to expect where teem- 
ing thousands are scattered over 
acres of space. 

They say that Shakespeare was a 
master of words, but that he stole, 
borrowed or adapted his plots from 
Italy. If he did, he imported from 
a good market. Rome and the 
Caesars are fit subject matter for 
mighty drama. 

Last time we were given Caesar 
at the Majestic, William Faversham 
made the offering and it was a 
tragedy in another sense than Shake- 
speare had intended. Outside of the 
bulk of Casca and the denaturized 
lines, according to the modernized 
and unpoetic Faversham. version, 
there was nothing notable to the 
performance. It was Faversham’'s 
idea that Mark Antony was the 
whole show. It was Shakespeare's 
idea that the piay revolved around a 
triumvirate consisting of Cassius, 
Brutus and Antony. This trium- 
virate received classic emphasis last 
night in the hands of Frank Keenan, 
Tyrone Power and William Farnum. 
It was also Shakespeare's idea that 
Casca, although a Senator, was much 
of a clown. His was a comedy part, 
classic comedy thought it was. 
Wolf Hopper is the first actor I 
ever knew who understood both 
Shakespeare and Casca at the same 
time and was willing to coricede both 
their sense of humor. 

There was something illuminating 
in the Theodore Roberts conception 
of Julius Caesar, the man of amaz- 
ing contradictions. 

e Power gave us a quiet 
Brutus of great conscience and al- 
most mystical brooding, and such no 
doubt Brutus truly was. 

Frank Keenan left us in no doubt 
as to the force of Cassius as a con- 
spirator, whose motives were damna- 
bly impure, and welling from a 
heart of hate. 

To Marcus Antonius Shakespeare 
gave the vast sympathies of a mind 
unlimited in resourcefulness, and 
William Farnum played upon the 
heartstrings of the Majestic audi- 
ence last night as Shalespeare 
causes his Antony to play upon the 
mob that girdled Caesar's bier with- 
in the seething market-place. When 
Farnum fell upon the body of Cae- 
sar in the Senate chamber he 
brought his great strength down to 
that fine shading of a heart beat that 
is the very soul and ecstacy of art, 
giving us a supreme moment, a mo- 
ment that I think has never been 
transcended upon the Majestic stage. 
He brought us that great fame of 
the artist who though standing upon 
the heights has fixed his vision upon 
the iliimitable. This is the glory of 
growing, for the true artist is al- 
ways in the making, even as life it- 
self is forever becoming. 

There was a savory depth in the 

well-nigh flawless conception of 
Robert Lawler as a slave to An- 
tony. 
The pure beauty and sweet power 
of Sarah Truax as the wife of Bru- 
tus brought a, golden note to the 
performance, and the strength and 
fine artistry of Constance Crawley 
as the wife of Caesar gave us another 
memorable moment. 

The mob scene was adequate, both 
in numbers and conduct. 

Taking it as a whole, Los Angeles 
has neither seen nor heard such 
Shakespeare before and the proof is 
that in this splendor of personal- 
ity the lack of color and scenery was 
not only unnoticed, but also unde- 
sired.

ISENTANGLING ALDIANCES. 

George Washington's farewell advice to 
his fellow-citizens,to avoid entangling alli- 
ances with foreign countries, has taken such 
firm root in the hearts of American men 
and women that no President or Congress 
could attempt such an alliance and with- 
stand the storm of opposition that would 
sweep every State in the Union. 

President Wilson, with hie happy faculty 
for turning a phrase, has expanded the ad- 
vice of George Washington to meet the 
last developments of the twentieth century. 
He hag placed his finger on the sore spot 
in foreign diplomacy and has summed up 
the remedy in the application of “disen- 
tangling alliances.” 

If you go carefully through the pages of 
history you will observe that most wars 
have had their origin in entangling all! 
ances generally formed by members of 
reigning houses, coalitions to resist real or 
imaginary encroachments or to despoil a 
weaker neighbor. They have never worked. 
Gene Washington was eternally right. 
must never become party to an 
en ing alliance. 

Bat & disentangling alliance of all the 
nations to prévent the hideous beast of 
war ever again being spawned by limited 
combinations between two or three powers, 
that is a different matter. Therein we see 
the only way to perpetuate Christian civil- 
ization in its purest form, the only hope to 
make Christianity the same standard in 
international agreements at it is in guiding 
the conduct of honest individuals. 


NCLE SAM’S CONTROVERSY WITH 
JOHN BULL. 

The Holland steamer Medan, plying be 
tween New York and Rotterdam and carry- 
ing the American mail, was stopped on the 
high seas in January last by a British cruis- 
er, carried into a British port, where the 
mail bags were removed, their contents 
searched, letters opened and, after over 
& month's delay, these mails were forward- 
to Rotterdam by the Dutch steamer 
Mecklenburg, except 182 bags, which, ac- 
cording to British statement, were “lost” 
during transmission. 

The United States addressed a note joint- 
ly to Great Britain and France protesting 
against interference with American mails 
and the stoppage of neutral ships upon the 
high seas and taking them into British 
ports for search. Great Britain replied that 
bringing vessels into port was of conven- 
fence to both parties, search on the high 
seas with submarines about being attended 
with much risk. 

Concerning the mails, Great Britain, 
speaking for the allied governments, prom- 
ised that thé allied governments would re- 
frain on the high seas from seizing or con- 
fiscating innocent“ correspondence letters 
or dispatches and “would their

Manifestiy, a 
neutral nation cannot permit its rights on 
the high seas to be determined by belliger- 
ents or the exercise of those rights to be 
permitted or denied arbitrarily by the gov- 
ernment of a warring nation. The rights 


‘Of neutrais are as sacred as the rights of 


belligerents and must be as strictly ob- 
served. 
Secretary Lansing concludes his last note 
to the British government as follows: 

“The government of the United States, 

confident in the regard for internation- 
al law and the rights of neutrals, which 
the British and French governments 
have so often proclaimed and the dis- 
regard of which they urged so vigorous- 
ly against their enemies in the present 
war, expects the present practice of the 
British and French authorities in the 
treatment of mails from or to the United 
States to cease, and belligerent rights, 
as exercised, to conform to the principle 
governing the passage of mall matter 
and to the recognised practice of na- 
tions. Only a radical change in the 
present British and French policy, re- 
storing to the United States its full 
rights as a neutral power, will satisfy 
this government.” 

Suppose the British government disre- 
gards Mr. Lansing’s protest and continues 
to seize American mail bags and search 
their contents? What will we do about it? 
Under the penal codes of California and of 
other States any person who, without au- 
thority, opens a sealed letter addressed to 
another is Mable to six months’ imprison- 
ment. Under the postal laws of the United 
States any person who robs the United 
States mail is lable, if convicted, to be 
imprisoned for not less than five years and 
may, under certain circumstances, be im- 
prisoned for life. But the British inspector 
could not be punished even if we could 
catch him, for the offense was committed 
on a Dutch ship.

National Editorial Service, 
THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE.

Treaty of Berlin,” ete. 
IKE a river seeking an outlet, 
Russia has been grinding her 
way southward since the days 
of Peter the Great, seeking the open 
water. Twice within the memory of 


the present generation Russian 
diplomacy or Russian arms have 
been on the point of acquiring «& 
warm port, and twice the arms or 
diplomacy of rivals has prevented 
the attainment of the ideal when it 
seemed within Russia's grasp. 

For three centuries Russian states- 
men had found the finger of England 
raised in refusal when they were on 
the point of planting the flag of Rus- 
sia on the shores of the porus. 
The last occasion of this sort was in 
1877, when a Russian army, march- 
ing through the then Turkish prov- 
ince of Bulgaria, tad encamped in 
the suburbs of Constantinople. Rus- 
sian troops had penetrated into the 
city proper when the announcement 
by the British Ambassador that a 
British fleet lay off Besica Bay with 
decks cleared for action put a stop 
to the taking of Constantinople. 

The Russians became con 
that the British barrier to Constant 
nople was irrevocably fixed. So they 
turned their eyes from the Near East 
to the Far Bast. In 1896, by treaty 
with China, Russia acquired Port 
Arthur on the peninsula of Liaotung. 
That achievement seemed a close ap- 
proximation to the attainment of a 
historic alm. Port Arthur, though at 
the other end of the world, is open 
all the year round. Russia was pre 


when Japan intervened to prevent 
the acquisition of the whole of Man- 
churia as a hinterland for the new 
outlet. 

Beaten back in the Far East, Rus- 
sia again turned to the Near East in 
her relentless pursuit of her object. 
Upon the entrance of Turkey into 


formed by M. 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, that 
Constantinople and the Dardanelles 
would fall to Russia as her share of 
the division of territory at the end of 
the war—on the assumption, of 
course, that the allies of the R. 
tente would be victorious. 

The declaration was met with 
jubilation by intelligent Russians 
throughout the empire. But once 
more Fate seemed to frown upon the 
realization of Russian aims. The 
Franco-British forces, after an ardu- 
ous campaign, abandoned the Galll- 
poli campaign last winter. Russia 
seemed as far from an open port as 
she had been before the beginning of 
the war. 

The abandonment of the Gallipoli 
enterprise, however, proved the sig- 
nal for the beginning of an energetic 
Russian campaign in the Caucasus 
region, under the 
of the Grand Duke Nicholai Nicho- 
lateviteh. It became evident before 
the spring had fairly begun that the 
Russians intended to strike, not only 
in the direction of Constantinople 
from the East, but also on the road 
to Bagdad and the head of the Per- 
sian Gulf. The advance of one or 
more armies into the Persian prov- 
inces of Van and Urumiah, a sort of 
backdoor passage to Baggad, gave 
clear indication of the R 
march to the head of the Persian 


. Gulf, which now is well under way. 


The strategic and political im- 
portance of this march was greatly 
enhanced by the British fallure at 
Kut-el- Amara. A recent interview 
given out in London by Paul Milukoff, 
leader of the liberal sentiment of 
Russia, points strongly to the con- 
clusion that Russia intends to use a 
conquered Mesopotamia as an object 
of barter with England in a future 
attempt to obtain exclusive control 
of 


Constantinople. 

Mesopotamia is of vast importance 
to Great Britain. It is the barrier 
that Britain’ 


build her “bridge” to connect the 
British empire in Africa with the 
British empire in Asia. An
